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Tonight's Game 

Tigers Host Defending Champs in First CIC Game 


Fort Hays State and Omaha University— the 
pre-season choices to battle for the Central Inter- 
collegiate Conference championship— launch their 
1963 league schedules tonight. 

Neither team is off to the start it hoped for. 
Defending C3C champion Omaha has won once 
and lost twice to date, topping a tough Idaho 
State team, 19-6, for the only triumph. That 
was sandwiched between a 33-25 upset loss to 
Morningside (Jowa) and an 18-7 setback at pow- 
erful Northern Illinois. 

Fort Hays State is winless in three starts, with 
a 7-7 tie at Northwest Missouri State the top 
showing to date. The losses were to Colorado 
Western, 42-0, and nationally ranked Kearney 
State, 26-14. 

Coach AJ Canlglla's Omaha Indians have num- 
erous incentives tonight. They want to start de- 
fense of their 1962 title with an impressive vic- 
tory, and the Omahans are anxious to prove that 
pre-season predictions of a conference landslide 
were justified. 

They also have vivid memories of last sea- 
son, when Fort Hays State outfought them for a 
20-20 tie at Omaha— the only blemish on the In- 
dians' conference slate. FHS led, 20-13, until a 
disputed pass play in the dosing seconds gave 
the hard-pressed Omahans the tie. 

Heading the potent list of invaders tonight 
are all-CIC quarterback Carl Meyers, speed 
merchant Roger Sayers, hard-hitting fullback 
Wayne Backes and a mammoth and experienced 
defensive tine that claims to be the biggest in 
college football. 

Meyers currently leads the CIC in passing, 
averaging 109 yards per game through the air, 
Sayers, a constant breakaway threat, is the top 
pass receiver, with 216-pound end Jim Kettle 
close behind. Backes is the top rusher and 
ranks third in the CIC in that department. 

The defensive line features the league's big- 
gest player, 6-5, 296-pound Jack Petersen; twin 
titans Brian and Kevin Kadow (261 and 251); 
Tom Luby (235), and linebacker-lineman Jim 
Jones, a 6-4, 240-pounder. That line will aver- 
age from 250 to 261 pounds per man, depending 
on the personnel in the lineup. 

Meanwhile, Fort Hays State hopes to come up 
with another top effort against a heavily favored 
club— as the Tigers did last week in the loss to 
Kearney, An upset victory would be a fitting 
climax to the annual Band and Parents' Day that 
has brought thousands to Hays today. 

The Tiger ground game leads the CIC, and 
the rushing defense ranks second. But in passing 
offense and defense, the Bengats fait to the 
bottom of the rankings. 

Individually, Steve Worley, 200-pound full- 
back, is the CICs top rusher to date. Max Van- 
Lanlngham, billed as the shortest college quarter- 
back In captivity, will guide the attack at quar- 
terback, with converted halfback Larry Bates and 
freshman Bob Johnson in reserve. 


Next Week 

It's never easy to be the guest team at an- 
other school's homecoming, but that situa- 
tion faces the Tigers next week. They trav- 
el to Pittsburg for the Pitt homecoming, 
meeting the Gorillas at 2 p.rru Saturday, 
Coach Carnie Smith's Gorilla teams are al- 
ways solid, and the current squad has a 
2-2 record after a shaky start, Pitt seeks 
revenge for the 25-50 upset loss suffered 
at the PHS Homecoming last fall.

The School . . . 

The University of Omaha, founded 54 
years ago, is one of the few strictly mu- 
nicipal universities remaining in the na- 
tion. It became a municipally-supported 
school in 1931. 

Featuring unique advantages for night 
classes and other part-time study, QU 
has an enrollment of 8,138 students. Of 
these, less than half— 3,632— are full-time 
students. 

Organized on a semester basis, the 
institution is divided into five colleges, 
including an outstanding business ad- 
ministration offering.
